Thousands Packed in Churches. 

Thousands wedged shoulder to 
shoulder, a sweaty crushing mass clad 
in sables and .rags, old. aristocrats, 
peasants, cripples and beggars, packed 
the church. There was no room to 
kneel. Myriads of candles flickered, 
giving forth a golden light which criss- 
croased the shadows. The heat and 
odor of perspiration was terrific. 

‘The Cathedral of the Holy Savior 
of Patriarch Tikon, who faces trial for 
counter revolutionary activities on 
Wednesday, was another of the most 
crowded of the churches. 

Services Start at Midnight. 

At midnight the singing had begun. 
At 2 o'clock in the morning of the 
Greek calendar Easter the bells of 1,600 
churches began a dull, heavy toll which } 
sounded like slow, unlyrical. booming. 
This was followed by the chanting of 


churches. The singing reached a high- 
er and higher pitch and emotion 
gripped all within. 

Without anti-church demonstrations 
also reached a high key. Shouts of 
laughter greeted the remarks of soap 
box orators who delivered their anti- 
religious harangues from the steps of 
churches. These harangues I could not 
understand, but their tone was unmis 
takabie. 

An “American Comrade” Speaks. 

Then, strangely, an “ American com- 
ratie"’ was introduced. He spoke for a 
few minutes in perfect English, saying:

Stanley King of 2919 Flournoy street 
was nearly decapitated and almost in- 
stantly killed last night by a myste- 
rious bomb explosion at Flournoy 
street and Francisco avenue. 

Within a few moments the neighbor- 
hood was wild with excitement. The 
police arrived in automobiles and patrol 
wagons. Women and children who had 
been thrown out of bed by the force of | 
the explosion lent their screams to the 
tumult. A woman ran down Flournoy 
street from the house at 2919. 

Dies in Ambulance. 

“I Knew it! I knew it!” she kept 
crying. She pitched forward into the 
hands of a group of policemen. At 
that moment another squad of police 
men were removing her husband to a 
hospital. The ambulance had hardly 
started when King expired. 

And then, before the excitement at 
Flournoy and Francisco had died down 
to excited chattering, another bomb 
exploded with a roar, partially wreck- 
ing a building at 1636 North Keystone 
avenue. 

Detectives from the bureau began 
en investigation instantly. The own- 
er of the building at 2900 Francisce 
avenue, Maneno Zongora, and his son- 
in-law, Frank Teta, were both asked 
to accompany Ideut. Shoemaker and 
his squad to the bureau. Both denied 
any knowledge of possible enemies. 

Thrown from Auto. 

Lieut. Shoemaker declared the bomb, 
a dynamite preparation, must have 
been thrown from an automobile as it 
sped past the building owned by Zon- 
gora. The building is a three-story 
apartment. 

At first it was suspected that pers 


denied that he had received threats. 

King was a pianist employed in the 
Haymarket theater. He was on his 
‘way home shortly after 1 o’clock. In 
his small apartment at 2919 Flournoy 
street his wife awaited him, having 
just ‘prepared his nightly lunch for 
him. She was on the point of going 
to tke front door to greet him when 
the blast came. 


Fiat Was Bomb Target. 

King, receiving the full force of the 
explosion as he was on the point of | 
turning the corner to his. horfie, was 
thrown against the flat building, which 
apparently was the target of the bomb- 
ers. The explosive did not achieve its 
objective, but struck the pavement just 
at the curbstone. A large section of 
the curbstone was torn away and the 
débris was scattered over the parkway 
and sidewalk. Windows through the 
building and those adjacent were 
smashed. The bombers’ car whirled 
out of sight. 

King’s head was blown almost away. 
There was hardly a portion of his body 
that escaped injury. After the ambu- 
lance had. started for the county hos- 
pital Mrs. King wae taken there in a 
cab. The news of her husband’s death 
overcame her. She swooned and re 
mained unconscious for nearly an hour.

REVOLUTION? 


Secretary of the Treasury Mellon is quick to 
point the lesson in the $70,000,000 inctease in in- 
come tax collections for March, 1923, over March, 
1922. He credits the increase largely to the reduc- 
tion of the maximum surtax rate to 60 per cent, 
and uses it ds an argument for further redaction 
of the maximum surtax to 25 per cent.-: 

Mr. Mellon's theory of taxation is directly op- 
posed to the theory and program of Representative | 
Frear’s La Follette school ‘That: Mr.- Mellon's 
theory has worked successfully in so far as it has 
been applied is strengthened by the $70,000,000 
increase noted. That Mr. Frear’s theory will not 
work is indicated by soviet Russia's finances. 

The Wisconsin representative cites the heavy 
British taxes as evidence that our larger estates | of 
and incomes could carry the additional burdens | that 
which he would put upon them. He overlooks the 
fact that Britain is in dire straits. Nearly 56 per 
cent of its people are unemployed. Applied to the 
United States that would mean 5,000,000 persons 
out of work. In’ such ces England is 
not an inspiring example of benefits to be derived 
from the Frear program. 

The Mellon program is more encouraging. At 
least, this country is now prosperous, in contrast 
to a condition of extreme depression, while our 
surtaxes were up to 73 per cent, and the excess 
profits tax was adding to the burden. It is reason- 
able to assume that that is due in part to invest- 
ment of surplus incomes in productive business, 
instead of in tax receipts. ak 
Tt is @ fact that the wealthier men and business 
enterprises of this country do not squander their 
entire incomes. Virtually all such taxpayers have 
excess 
doesn’t go into taxes it will go into reinvestment. 
If it does go into taxes it cannot go into reinvest- 
ment. If any part is available for reinvestment 
it must seek one of two. fielde—tax exempt se. 
curities or productive enterprise. “The former 


pands these sourtes. The more. money which can 
'be put into productive enterprise the greater is the 
flow of national income. 
’ Mr. Melion would bring this about by reducing 
surtaxes, and so making productive investment 
profitable. On the strength of his record, we be 
ligve he is right. Of course there is a point where 
a. balance must be struck. Obviously it would be 
impossible to increase tax receipts by reducing tax 
percentages to the vanishing point. It should be 
equally obvious that it is impossible to increase 
receipts by increasing percentages to the point: of 
confiscation. Russia has proved that.
